On entering they are presented wilh the candles 
which they arc necessitated to hold, somewhat to the in¬ 
convenience of both during the whole of the ceremony. 
They walk up to the small altar where the priest meets 
them, and after a .short introduction of prayer, brings 
two crowns to place on the heads. These crowns of 
course huve to be kissed before they are placed upon the 
head, and as it would be impossible to be to aeeouunodal- 
ingasto tit all heads, they are unvariably not worn but 
simply held by the bridesmen, wilh artns extended over 
the heads respectively of bride and bridegroom. To 
hold this crown thus al arms' length during the whole 
ceremony requires the strength of Bn athlete, especially 
w hen the bridegroom is a six-footer and the bride wears 
a train four or five yards in length. It is not sufficient 
thut the two persons peculiarly iulerested carry candles ; 
the priest also carries during a part of the ceremony, 
two in one hand and three in the other, blessing them 
with such uuction as such an amount ot light can pro¬ 
cure. The right and left hands respectively of bride 
and bridegroom are tied together with a cotton hand¬ 
kerchief or a silk or satin ribbon, according to their so¬ 
cial standing, and they are lead, thus tied, three times 
around the altar, the crowns being held as near as pos¬ 
sible over llieir heads. Then at the command of the 
priest they kiss the image of Christ crucified and then 
each other, and the ceremony is ended. On returning 
to the bouse they are presented with two small pictures 
of their patron saints, which are to occupy a prominent 
position in their household, and on special days to he 
illuminated by a small olive oil lamp placed immedi¬ 
ately in front of them. Then among the more fashon- 
ablc class conies the music and dancing not dissimilar 
to our own. But among the poorer classes this part of 
the ceremony is carried out on a more primitive scale. 
The bride .and bridegroom and a few special friends go 
to daDcc at the houses of their friends and acquain¬ 
tances, and frequently the expression of countenance 
is indicative of any.thing rather than a dancing dis¬ 
position. t . 

The last ceremony which put us into possession of 

our six by three, is somewhat singular among the Rus¬ 
sians. There is always some one sitting up with the 
corpse from the time of death to the time of burial, and 
the public are admitted without reserve. Borne prepara¬ 
tion of Balt and candies are invariably kept in the room. 
Previous to the burial there is chanting and prayer, the 
chanting being kept up during the whole length of the 
way to the grave. At the head of the procession walks 
a man w ilk a lantern, and a church flag, then follows 
the customary bread and salt; then the priest and the 
singers or wallers; next comos the coffin lid—the coffin 
is not closed till the moment before it is lowered into 
the grave—and then the corpse, and lastly me mourn¬ 
ers.

They are kept ostensibly to pro¬ 
tect the Bheep from the wolves, but their chief propen¬ 
sity seems to be in molesting and worrying innocent 
children and stray travelers. We never heard of the r 
catching a wolf, but have known several cases of their 
attacking and killing the human species. We never 
found it safe to go into the steppe on foot without a 
tire arm and on several occasions have been obliged to 
give them a taste of small shot in order to escape with 
impunity. ,

An Episode In Point Shooting. 


South Bend, Ind., June 1, 1875. 

To the Editor of the Field — Shooting is of course 
over for the season, but while sportsmen will chat aud 
ioke about their sports, and as it renews our pleasure, 
what can we do better? Such were my thoughts as I 

began to run off the following article: 

It was one of our usual balmy spring days of this 
noted year, 1875, when it struck me lhat it was about 
lime to take a duck huDt. 1 was especialy impelled to 
go now as the good shooting was over and I couldn t 
miss getting my acustomed number of goose eggs. 1 
looked around for a companion whose general average 
would not surpass mine. It did not take long to decide 
upon the proper party. He is one who never lets bus¬ 
iness stand in the way of a hunt. I persuaded him to 
become the owner of an undivided one-half of a wall- 
tent and a camp stove—for which, liy the way, he 
basD’t settled yet. , , 

Having each made a list of the necessary articles for 
a two days sojourn in the wilds, we appointed an even¬ 
ing to meet and pock our baggage in my boat. But to 
pass over the packing process and the fullness of (he 
boat and "ragged edge” on which we sat, we got started 
bright and early one morning. The roads were still 
frozen and so rough, and our buggy springs so suspi¬ 
ciously weak, that my companion (111 call him Dead 
Shot) concluded to walk awhile; but that in the course 
of an hour got monotonous and he concluded to get in 
and ride. So we went slowly along for a lime, forget¬ 
ting onr danger, communing with nature, when we were 
startled by an ominous crack. We concluded to stop 
and examine. Alas! the spring was broken He insist¬ 
ing by reason of the over-weight of the looking-glass 1 
had token along, but l argued that it was caused by his 
tooth brush and the large amount of sliced bacon he 
had brought. 

“Hang the bacon," said 1; “ who wants to eat fat 
meat, and salted at that* We will cook game every 
meal. None of your sow belly for me.’ 

I tied up the spring with a string and started on. 
He said he would walk Decause his feet were cold but 
I noticed as we Journeyed swiftly on at the rate of two 
miles an hour, he would frequently run up and hang 
gently on the hind end of the boat, just to Bee whether 
that spring had frozen stiff or not. However, he soon 
got reckless and jumped in with the original expression, 

The ground being damp at this time of the year, it 
was decided that we must have hay or straw to sleep on, 
so at the first house after onr decision, we procured a 
bundle of hay which he held in position in front of him, 
quiet nicely and comfortably, 1 thought, but he fre¬ 
quently exclaimed in muffled tones that he was entirely 
cut off from a font view of the country and that, there- 
bv tbe patting bathes scraped hit hat off too many 
limes in a minute for any laughing matter. Before we 
had traveled another mile I took occasion to Inform him 
that I thought the horse would need the hay to eat. 
Although he insisted that, from the look of things, 
that horse would never eat again by the time we got to 
camp. We Anally decided we wanted a bundle of 
straw which we soon got. The fanners declined any 
remuneration for it-, but we gently pressed a two-cent- 
pleoe into his unwilling hands and passed on. I say 
we ” although'l could neither hear nor see Dead 
Shot'" until we arrived at Free bridge, where he ap¬ 
peared sweating profusely, and having an irritated and 
ininred look upon his countenance. We must have 
water for cooking purposes, and as the river was some 
distance from camp what was easier than to take a 
nail of water with us from the bridge. Of course, I 
had to drive and couldn’t carry it, so he sat on the rear 
part of the boat, pressed his back firmly against the two 
bundles aud held the pall over the rear end to keep it 
from striking the side of the boat. Bwlsh-sqush-flep- 
bang-the bucket went, as we passed over the cordu 
roy road, the pall getting heavier (he said) andthe 
water shallower, until e feSble ere In the rear caused a 
bait. We them tied the bucket under the boat and 
continued oo until the string broke end the bundle# 
tumbled 6ff three or feur tlra«e, when we dumped that 
water overboard with some hard word* and proceeded 
onward. We were only eight hour* going seventeen 


miles and at last got to the camp-ground. Although 
some time was lost u picking a spot, as the first one 
we struck, e nice high point, our dogs persuaded us 
was objectionable—they were rolling vigorously on a 
moss of skinned muskrats whose odor stuck to them 
for twenty-four hours. 

Atjastthe tent was pitched—wood gathered—store 
sol up and a fire started, and it fell upon me to cook 
the Arst meal. What shall It be—we have no game yet, 
so we will have ham and eggs. Golly I don’t the stove 
draw like a steam engine. Chew I chew! chewlt—We 
sat on the ooffeo-pot,the frying-pan, and the boiling- 
pan with potatoes. The coffee soon bolls, the frying- 
pan sizzles, but blame those potatoes, the water aln t 
warm yet. We soon discovered that the top of the stove 
had assumed a rounding surface so that but a small part 
of the pan touched the stove. Never mind; we’ll have 
the potatoes for breakfast. Spread your table. Where 
is a plate for the meat? By Jupiter) we only brought 
one apiece. We will eat out of the pan. The eggs 
are done to a turn. Put in the salt. Where s yeur 
pepper? Sprinkle it on quick. Hello! what makes It 
look that color? cayenne-pepper, maybe; taste it. O 
Lord! Jerusalem! give us segue water—It tastes like' 
Are—it's ginger) The eggs are spoiled—no they are 
not—scrape it off. I pass over our feelings and make 
no note of our emphatic remarks. We filled our 
stomachs, smoked our fragrant 16 centers (10 off) aud 
grasping our $800 (more or less) breach-loaders, went 
forth to the evening shoot. 

There was no flight to speak of, though we had quite 
a number of shots, which did not seem to take effect 
for some reason or other. However, "Dead Shot" 
brought down a snipe which he hsd ready for the fry¬ 
ing pan when I came in. That snipe made us a good 
meal. There was plenty for both, taken with a little 
ham. But those potatoes—well, hang tboBe potatoes! 
they wouldn’t soften worth a cent, tho' we afterwards 
sliced them up aud fried them; still they remained hard 
—but then you know they were very filling. On this 
hunt most of the Bhooling Was what iB called point¬ 
shooting, when the ducks, generally singly, sometimes 
in bunches, pass during the day to and from their feed¬ 
ing grounds. ’Twas one dewy morn, in this trip, that 
I was sitting concealed among the tall canes which 
border the Kankakee river, with shivering body and 
feet like ice, when I heard the honk! konk! of the wild 
goose. I paid but little attention to this, as 1 had never 
seen nor expected to see a goose nearer to me than half 
a mile. Still I looked around onco in a while, kind 
of inquisitive like, and then back to where I expected 
ducks to come to pass. The noise came nearer and 
nearer, until he appeared in easy range. But I had 
only No. 8 in my gun, and here comes a duck, but 
nothing, need I add, drops. Now for the goose. But 
" must get in the B. B. shell and I have only two and 
they are mixed up with the 5 and 6’s. Bully! now I’ve 
got it—ram it in—close the barrels—Thunder! my ham¬ 
mers are down. Jerk theot up—the barrels are closed. 
I drew up quite deliberately at the old fellow—(he be¬ 
gins to look like my meat) and pull trigger. But it’s 
no go; I’m only at half' cock. I rapidly cocked that 
gun and put two barrels after that loud mouthed bird. 
But he only winked at me over his left shoulder and 
said honk! honk! honk! 

The air turned blue, the mucky tussocks quivered, 
and all nature resounded with the roars of my wounded 
feelings. Even my dog turned his nose up at me and 
lay down to sleep. 

1 deliberated over that incident for fully an hour, 
trying to recall all the details of the losding and shoot¬ 
ing, and at last come to the conclusion that he was not 
too high but too lov. I had probably cocked and fired 
the gun at the same time and with the butt in the pit 
of my stomach. But let that pass—I don’t know any¬ 
thing about his remeges or coverts, or even his "audu- 
bon. I won’t say we didn’t kill much -, but then its a good 
deal of truble to pick a duck, and besides that we were 
very fond of bacon. Bacon is real good eatiDg in camp. 
Ana then we had some sour kraut. I always liked fried 
sour kraut, so I took some along and fried It. "Dead 
Shot,” when he ate of it said it was raw, but then I guess 
he was prejudiced and bis teeth were poor. 

We enjoyed the trip hugely, game or no game, and 
came back with red faces and peeled noses.

About 3 P. x. we alerted again, taking each a side of 
the great tank to look out for stray birds in the 
clumps of tall gross. I had heard a brace of right ami 
left shots from H. and was wishing I was with him, 
when scape, scape, went a brace right from under my 
feot. I was flurried, but succeeded in bugging one, 
marking the other sway ont into the opening. I 
thought, "a bird in the bush” was better worth follow : 
lngthan the possible number that might be along the 
tank edge, so I took the other gun from my gun-bearer 
to proceed slowly, leaving him to load and follow me. 
After moving about five hundred yards across a slight 
ridge, I sighted a small, brilliantly green patch where 
the water had lodged, and knew my Dlrd was there. 1 
moved with caution, cocking both barrels, and was on 
the alert for a long shot, but never a bird moved till 1 
had planted a foot, with a slight splash, into the 
swampy patch. Up went a bird, nay, two, and both 
dropped. Scape I scape I! scape 111 three more were 
on the wing, 1 took my other gun as it was handed me, 
and bagged another brace clean; two more now arose, 
but the gun was not charged in time, bo I missed with 
my right, knocking over my fifth bird with the left as 
he rose after the previous discharge. Throe now flut¬ 
tered up in quick succession and 1 had only time to let 
the last have right and left to bag him, when a squad 
rose together, the two laggards of this whisp were 
knocked over, but the next lot of three got safely away, 
as I missed the last of them, though I bagged the last 
bird of the corner, on his rising at the splash of a 
dropped cartridge. Thirteen shots fired, nine birds 
bagged without moving either foot. The patch was 
irregularly triangular, and I was standing about twenty- 
five yards from its fartberest corner. There were a 
few more or less, than thirty birds in that patch when 
I reached it and mine were gathered in. Such a very 
hot corner I never heard of, though I have known men 
making very many rapid additions to their bag. H. 
picked up some of the fugitives along the tank shore, 
and on joining was able to report seven killed. Onr 
total bag for the entire day till nightfall was, H. 18, 
myself 13 (of snipe). H., moreover, bagged a brace of 
teal, that roae from a small water hole as we were 
shooting back to our bullock lunch and dinner, in 
concluding tbU article I may mention some big bags 
of snipe. I have a record of a big bag made by my 
father near Trichanopoly—a great snipe ground—it 
was of forty-seveu ana a half couple; H. had bagged 
forty-three couple up near Wusserdbad, but the largest 
on record was that of eighty-four couple, made by Col. 
Drury in one day among the sheds—watery flats—of 
Rospootana.__ _

H. and I were not enthusiastic and persistent snipe 
shots, though he was one of the best men I ever saw at* 
knocking over a bird that was butter-flying right up 
to wind or darting off over thq rice tops. We there¬ 
fore decided to wait till they were in good condition 
for agreeable acceptance by our lady friends. 

We desired to save our horses for the next week’s pis 
sticking meeting, so decided to hire a bullock coacl 
and drive the seventeen miles during our slumbers. 
This we did, as far as the driving was concerned, ; but 
our slumbers were few and farbetween, as the road 
was in execrable condition. Our point wafe the series 
of talaube (lakes) at Ramteak; these fofa«*« are reser 
voire made by darning across an angle tm .a hill or hob 
low so that the waters may be collected during the.

Native and Imported Sporting Dogs. 

‘•The best dog in America 1" of course you have I 80 
lias every sportsman t But where did yours come 
from? "Why, an English nobleman brought over the 
sire and dam of my dog and gave them to an old color¬ 
ed man that I once loaned some money to." “The same 
old story," with slight variations, tells the history of 
most of our sporting dogB. Happy nigger I Honored 
mirps! Generous and unselfish lords! A perfectly 
satisfactory pedigree a few years ago, but decidedly 
“too thin” now. Importedt bosh I what does such 
stuff amount to? Does It make a mongrel a thorough¬ 
bred to claim a prince for his master? Will crossing 
the Atlantic wash out all impure blood and render a 
low-bred our a high-bred dog? One would imagine 
there were no dogs “of low degree" In England, and 
that impure stock uover crossed the pond, to curse 
American sportsmen. The fact Is, mongrel^ are not 
less numerous in England than here, and dog fanciers, 
agents, etc., have furnished to some of our sportsmen, 
lit very high figures, worthless dogs, for which they 
have made up long pedigrees, the truth being howevor, 
that the breeding of these dogs is “one of those things 
which no feller can tlnd out." Many of these animals 
look like, aud by their get prove themselves to be 
mere curs, a disgrace to the name of setter or pointer. 
However, no one is to blame but the sportsmen them¬ 
selves, for who of us would think of going to a pedlar 
o( jewelry and triukets to purchase a tine, expensive 
watch? We would naturally deal only with gentlemen 
of unquestionable character and reputation, whose 
word could be relied upon. But why do we try to tie 
our dogs on to some imported stock? It reminds one 
of Naat's caricature of Greeley with Brown tied to his 
coat tail. Or why do we import dogs at all? Because 
we ate satisfied that there are in England certain 
strains which are superior to our native hap-hazard 
bred dogs. And so they are, but we must not expect 
every dog of these highly-bred imported strains to be 
superior to any and every native-bred one. It is very 
unusual to find a poor one of the former, aud just as 
seldom do we see a thoroughly good one of the latter, 
the exception in the first being the rule in the second. 
We all know the tendency in animals to “throw back,” 
so that dogs, superior in performance, often beget per¬ 
fect curs, thus showing the character of their ancestors. 
Pedigree and judicious mating is everything in breed¬ 
ing, and if we know that the ancestors of certain dogs 
were superior animals, we may naturally expect the 
same high qualities to exist in the progeny of these an¬ 
imals, if properly mated. 80 important is pedigree 
that I would much rather breed to a dog very ordinary 
iu performance &Dd appearance, but of high breeding, 
of stock of tried and known excellence, than to an un¬ 
usually fine performer of great beauty, whose stock 
was unknown. In fact I would not breed at all, unless 
1 knew perfectly the breeding of the dogs mated— 
“Ranger," Mr. Mcdoua’s great “Fluke," (“Scratch,” 
Americans would say) is a notable proof of this. Him¬ 
self a clipper, but bis get shows bad crosses, known to 
be in his blood, injudicious mating often gives most 
unsatisfactory results, for it does not always follow 
that highly bred “cracks" will get equally superior an¬ 
imals. The famous Laverock setters do not seem to 
“nick" with the pure Irish strains, while the Laverock 
and Gordon cross has produced a most excellent aud 
now world-renowned strain—the Field Trial breed. 
The Irish setter also makes a superior cross with the 
Gordon, producing a breed called, in this country, 
lrish-Gordons. It is by using the pure Irish settee-cross 
that some of the most prominent English breeders are 
importing the black strains, which have, in many cases, 
been bred for generations for color only, without con¬ 
sidering the mure important points. Mr. Laverock has 
shown what judicious breeding will do, but even be 
seemed to have overlooked or disregarded and defied 
the great danger of loo close breeding, and as a conse¬ 
quence the pure Laverocks have delicate constitutions, 
being exceedingly hard to raise, as the distemper is 
particularly fatal with them. 

There are a few, and very few, strains of setters or 
pointers in this country that have been bred with care, 
and are therefore pure. Doubtless some good stock 
dogs may be had of these, so called, native breeds, but 
who can tell us where the best is to be found? Mr. 
Scott Rodman, of New York city, and other sportsmen 
in the “Dash Ring” will tell us that “Old Dash” and 
his get excell ail others. Another will shout the prais¬ 
es of the Gildersleeve strain, while yet another will 
claim that “Bismarck” and his progeny alone possess 
ail the cardinal canine virtues and excellencies. All 
these may be good, but if a sportsman proposes to 
breed dogs for his own or others use, why not secure 
stock pnr excellence. 

Young dogs of the purest bloody of the best Btr&ins 
in England, can be obtained in this country now with¬ 
out trouble and at reasonable prices. Quite a number 
of gentlemen have, within the past two years. Imported 
at heavy expense setters of various breeds, direct from 
the most reliable kennels in England, and they are 
kindly giving to their brother sportsmen the benefit of 
their importations by granting the use of their stud 
dogs, and by disposing of puppies of their breeding. 
They are all gentlemen of high social position, who are 
above all “tricks of the trade” and must not be con¬ 
founded with many of our self-termed professional 
breeders, who care not what a dog’s breeding is or 
whether he Is worth his keep, bo he helps fill their pur¬ 
ses. It Is natural that these men should feel Jealous 
and defame high-bred imported dogs, knowing full 
well, as they do, that they are sure to supenedo their 
own low-bred animals. True sportsmen, who ev«r 
have the true ihterest of their brothter sportsmen at 
heart, will always gladly give the praise where It Is 
due, and endeavor to help in improving our various 
strains of sporting dogs. One gentleman, Mr. A. 0. 


Waddell, of Newton, N. J., who is making dog breed¬ 
ing his business, Is notably different from most profes¬ 
sionals. Though he has excellent dogs of his own 
breeding, he knows full well the value of pedigree and 
has been importing stock dogs, or buying puppies from 
some of the gentlemen already referred lo, the addres¬ 
ses of whom are as follows :

Hybridization of Fish. 

The following paper was prepared by Dr. Gariick 
and read before the Cleveland Convention by Mr. 
Brinsmade, in the absence of its author, who was 
detained by reason of illness: 

Mr. President and Meubkrb op this Associa¬ 
tion: —I have been requested to read a paper on the 
subject of fish culture at this meeting. It is scarcely 
necessary for me to say that the subject has been writ¬ 
ten upon extensively, and is very well understood by a 
majority of the people throughout our country, there¬ 
fore you will uot expect anything new on this subject. 

lu the year 1867 I wrote aud published a work on 
artificial fish breeding, based mainly on ray own ex 
periiucDtB. Being quite an enthusiast on any thing 
that strikes my fancy, 1 expected to see in a very short 
lime every man who had a suitable place for such a 
purpose raising his own fish. I need not tell you Ural 
1 was very much disappointed, for the subject lay “fiat 
as a flounder” for many years. 

It is different now, for not only several Stales but 
the general government have taken hold of it extensive¬ 
ly, and made liberal appropriations of money to restock 
our impoverished streams and lakelets, establishing 
breeding house and other suitable improvements for 
facilitating the object of the enterprise, and employing 
eminent men—men of scienee, and practical fish cul- 
turists, to do this work. If you will read Prof. Baird's 
report you will see that a vast amount of work lias 
been done, and no doubt will be done, and a very few 
years will prove the great importance of this branch 
of human industry, in fact it is already proven. 

I propose to offer for your consideration the hybrid¬ 
ization of cevtuin kinds of fish, und, although not en¬ 
tirely new, 1 am able to present some facts not general¬ 
ly known. 

They are contained in a paper that I read, or ratber 
caused to be read, for I wa 9 sick at the time, before 
the Kirtland Academy of Natural Sciences at Cleve¬ 
land, February 3d, 1873. It will be seen that this pa¬ 
per which 1 offer for your consideration is over two 
ears old, and has been used; but the “ autocrat of the 
reakfust table ” remarked at his fifth breakfast, that ' 
“ certain things are good for nothing until they have 
beeD long kept, and other things are good for nothing 
until long kept aud used; of the first is wine, and 
among the latter are poems, violins, and meerschaum 
pipes.” As this paper has not becu long kept, uor 
much used, it should not be expected to have improved 
much by age or use. 

The hybridizing of both plants and uuiuralB has been 
long practiced by naturalists, and one eminent states¬ 
man of our couniry suggested the idea of extinguishing 
an entire race of men in our owu country by cross¬ 
breeding, or, as he termed it, " the bleaching process.” 
Iu proof of his sincerity it is said that be practiced 
what he preached. 1 do not, however, propose to carry 
hybridizing to lliat extent—only applying the principle 
to fishes. 

Iu the pages referred to I have only mentioned lislies 
of the Salmon family for hybridizing, aud I have not a 
doubt but wbat this has been accomplished in several 
species of the Salmon family, both by the aid and 
without the aid of man. That it has been achieved by 
the aid of man, there can be no boubt whatever, and 
1 am equally certain that it has occurred spontaneously, 
as detailed in the following paper. 

If it can be accomplished with different species of 
Salmon, there can exist no reasonable doubt it can be 
done with other families of fishes of the same genu9, 
such as Perch, Pike, Bass and other kinds of fishes. 

It should not be expected that all attempts at hybrid¬ 
ization 9 hall prove lo be successful, nor that in every 
instance the hybrids would be an improvement in size 
or quality, of the parent fiBhes; though in Mr. Hanson’s 
hybrids, the quality was greatly improved; aud so are 
the hybrids of Lake Superior, as I can bear testimony, 
having eaten frequently of the hybrids, aud of the 
parent fishes. Iu case the parent flshe 9 from which 
you wish to breed hybrids, do not spawn precisely at 
the same time, Mr. Hanson’s method may be adopted, 
but such persons as believe Dr. Beachman’s statements, 
should try his method of “ drying the eggs for ten days’’ 
or even for a hundred days, for 1 apprehend that ten 
or a hundred days of drying them will make no differ¬ 
ence in the result. 

I will only add a little scrap of history furnished me 
recently -Txy PrQf. J. P. Kirtland, which I think will in¬ 
terest all fish culturists. It is un extract irom Peter 
Kalm's travels in North America, November, 1848, vol. 
1 , p. 28U London edition, Fleet street, 1772. Trans¬ 
lated by John Reinholdt Forster. 

"Mr. Franklin (Dr. B. Franklin) told me, that in 
that part of England where his father lived, two rivers 
foil into the sea, in oue of which they caught great 
numbers of herring, and in the other one. Vet the 
places where these rivers discharge themselves into the 
sea were not far asunder. They had observed that 
whou the herring came in the spring to deposit their 
spawn, they always swarm up the river where they 
used to catch them, but never came into the other. 
This circumstance led Mr. Franklin's father, who was 
settled between the two rivers, to try whether It was 
not possible lo make the herring live In the other river. 
For that purpose he puts out his nets ast they were 
coming up for the spawning, und he caught some. He 
look the spawn out of them, aud carefully carried It 
across the land into the other river. It was hatched 
aud the couscqucnce was, that every year afterwards 
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they caught more herring in that river; and this la still 
the case. This leads one to beleive that the fish always 
like to spawn In the same place where they were hatch¬ 
ed, and from whence they first put out to sea, being 
as it were, accustomed to it." 

Very correct, Mr. Kalin, all observations since that 
time shows that you were a close observer. Peter 
Kalm was a Swede, an eminent botanlRt; and tho 
favorite student of Charles Linneaua, the great botan¬ 
ist. Our beautiful Kalmlas (the Laurel) was named 
after Peter Kalm. 

It appears by this little bit of history that Doctor 
Benjamin Franklin’s father was the original artificial 
fish breeder in this country, and Doctor Bachman and 
myself must go down to the foot. He was not only 
the first man that made the attempt of artificial fecund¬ 
ation of the ova of fishes, but the idea was original 
with him, and this more than a century and a quarter 
ago. I am glad to know that an American citizen can 
claim this honor, and be the father of our own Doctor 
Franklin.

Base (Ball) Reporting. 

We generally get some amusement and a great deal 
of information on general subjects from the Sunday 
papers, but we usually have a chuckle over the sport¬ 
ing columns, and especially over that portion of them 
headed bask bala 

The ordinary newspaper reporter is a very fine ani¬ 
mal when interviewing playing "Paul Pry,"or where tall 
writing has to be done; so also is an ostrich when there 
are any rusty nails or broken crockery to be disposed 
of, but we Bhould as soon think of hiring the latter to 
clear up a dish of cold mush or kitchen waste as the 
former to give an unvarnished and correct account of a 
base ball match; the ostrich aforesaid would certainly 
Btna&h the platter and swallow the fragments as a rel¬ 
ish, whereas the O. N. R. would so bury the valuable 
points of a good game beneath a mess of verbiage that 
we should have as much difficulty in discovering any 
note-worthy features, as of discovering and piecing to¬ 
gether our departed utensil. 

Let us take up the particular point of last Saturday's 
game, and the great daily’s report and remarks thereon. 
Jt “was the finest ever seen in America,” because “the 
score was 1 to 0 in favor of the home club." The game 
may be “altogether unprecedented in the annals of base 
ball," absolutely “ most wonderful, in every re¬ 
spect remarkable," and “a long time before the honor 
of the brilliant performance can be wrested from the 
participating clubs.” “The Bcore of 1 to 0 was look¬ 
ed upon as possible, but was it not thought that such 
perfection could soon be reached." Games of 1 to0are 
then quoted. That between the St. Louis Reds and 
White Stockings was played in a gale of wind which 
fuvored the pitchers and in-fielders, and blew right in 
the teeth of strikers, so requires no comment; the other 
between the Hartfords and Mutuals was played with a 
dead ball, and even with this advantage to the fielders 
against the strikers, a total of seven errors were achiev¬ 
ed besides a deal of fumbling. It was a very fine piece 
of ball-playing, but a dead ball is easier to handle than 
a lively one. 

These games are judged by results and not on their 
merits, and the critic would consider a bead-and-head 
finish between a cow on three legs and a string-halting 
Jackass “the finest ever seen” in comparison with a rat¬ 
tling end-to-end mile rally between Goldsmith Maid 
and Judge Fullerton, in which the latter won by a short 
half length. We give an absurd comparison, but one 
hardly more so than to compare the game played by 
the Whites against the St. Louis Reds in a gale with 
that against the Boston Reds on a regular ball day. 

A good game of base ball is made up not merely of a 
close score, but of many elements each of which should 
be excellent. Smart catching ought to support accur¬ 
ate pitching, which should be hit hard, the fielders, if 
possible, gathering all the Btriken balls without falter 
or error, returning them directly and rapidly to the 
pitcher again. This we maintain is the perfection of 
playto this the White Stockings most nearly ap¬ 
proached when they whitewashed the Bostons on June 
5th. Both catchers (on that occasion) gallantly support¬ 
ed accurate and swift pitching, which was freely hit by 
both sides, whilst the unsurpassable fielding of the 
White Stockings gathered in flys, hot liners, and hotter 
grounders, that were to all appearance safe,the hardest 
hitting nine in the country, securing three bases only. 
The Reds on that occasion played a far more than aver¬ 
age game, their batting being tremendous, and their 
fielding, with few exceptions, accurate—dashing—brill¬ 
iant, their total errors amounting to five only, though 
playing with a lively ball. In conclusion we give plain 
figures and leave each to judge for themselves.

Art 8ketohlng In Mexico. 

American artists seem ready to penetrate to all parts 
of the world, ami there is no out-of-the-way place 
abounding in artistic material that some ambitious 
pointer will not reach. One of the younger artists of 
Chicago, who had previously fitted himself by long 
training in the Royal Academy at Munich, under Pro¬ 
fessors Herterich, Seitz and others, spent several 
months in Mexico, and has just returned. In this long 
sketching tour, F. W. Freer entered the country at 
Mutumoras, journeyed for twelve days in the common 
wagons of the country until he reached San Luis Po- 
tosi, dwelt among the people, studying their customs 
and making sketches for several months, then journ¬ 
eyed to the city of Mexico in the diligence, which is 
driven at full gallop to prevent the robbers having time 
to rally for an attack. The insecurity of life and prop¬ 
erty in Mexico is also shown by the sending forth of a 
carl filled with armed soldiers in every train leaving 
the capital for the sea port of Vera Cruz, and two 
mounted police were met at each station. 

As the special intent of the artist was to make studies 
of the people and tbeir custom*, he succeeded well by 
dwelling among them, and, either with oil or with pen¬ 
cil, sketching daily some object of interest. His larg¬ 
est Btudy was of a comely young woman who belonged 
to one of the Indian tribes claiming descent from the 
old Aztecs, She was clad in a coarse linen skirt and 
embroidered chemise, with a pink apron alone, afford¬ 
ing any variety to the color of her drapery. She stood 
in her most natural (position, and the artist was very 
successful in securing a valuable study of this type of 
the aboriginal races. Some of the women of Spanish 
descent are elegantly dressed, but the unmixed races 
are generally clad in white cotton or linen. The men 
wear unusually white shirts and drawers, and if they 
are able they add buckskin breeches, well opened at 
the side and ornamented with silver buttons of large 
size. Such a man, with a very brutal face, is repre¬ 
sented in one study as standing in the shade of an olive 
tree with a wide sombrero in his hand and loose san 
dais on his feet, as he receives a drink of cool water 
from a well-formed woman who has just filled her large 
c.alabaBh at the fountain. These peasants’ dresses are 
coarse but picturesque, as in the Btudy of women rid 
ing to a fair, closely wrapped in large shawls, with im¬ 
mense bats hiding their faces as they jog along on don¬ 
keys, while the men follow on Mustang ponies to pro¬ 
tect them from harm. The artist fully illustrates the 
customs of the people; for instance, the daily market 
is an interesting sight, the open plaza or central square 
being filled with temporary shades, and here the huck¬ 
ster women dispose of fruits, eggs and vegetables, 
while in the adjoining shopB a red flag denotes a meat 
market, and a shutter hung out on a rail is the sign for 
a barber shop. Throughout the whole of Mexico, even 
from well-built houses, the eve-troughs project over the 
sidewalks and the water spouts out during the fall of 
rain. In San Luis Potosi, the water is brought fifteen 
miles from the mountains and the inhabitants resort to 
the nearest fountains, or the water is brought to their 
doors by one-wheeled carts holding four jars, whose 
contents are sold for one and a half cents each. For 
washing clothes the women resort to the nearest stream 
and perform this household doty in the open air. It is 
also their employment to rub up the corn for the 
national dish of tortijas, after it has been soaked in 
lime water. The principal amusement is the bull fight, 
but humanely the artist only shows the arena, and the 


gate-way through which the dead bull Is drawn out in¬ 
to a plaza, where the carcass is cut up for sale to the 
eager populace. 

Society is sadly demoralized, virtue, chastity and 
honesty are disregarded, and though the robbers are 
well known at home, as long as they practice their 
lucrative profession on roads not passing through their 
native villages they are regarded as heroes. The 
mounted police wage constant war upon them, and in 
sunrise sketch the robbers are seen plundering a 
camp, but mounting hastily at the approach of the of¬ 
ficers. The blooded stud, of Arabian descent, waits 
patiently for his master, but the native horse is full of 
tricks and falls gracefully back upon his haunches 
when not a moment can be wasted. Another scene 
represents three robbers waiting at sunset 'behind the 
banks of a stream, bordered by meBquit trees, for the 
approach of two travelers who are hastening to pass a 
spot of which the danger is doubly marked by a rude 
cross of poles over the burial place of some previous 
victim. The artist himself enjoyed the experience of 
being arrested for a spy, while making a sketch of a 
village church which was very similar to hundreds that 
he had seen. All of them have a tower with four open 
windows, but in the elegant red granite church of St. 
Michael’s, in San Luis, the two towers rose with triple 
stories of these open windows. The front of this 
church makes a handsome picture, a mossy granite 
fountain in the foreground, at which the women are 
gossiping, though generally the watering places are lit¬ 
tle better than open ditches. In the middle distance is 
luxuriant garden attended by the priests, the dense 
foliage of the trees partially obscuring the front of the 
church, which seems to be of mongrel architecture, 
with its fiuled and bunded columns, and Moorish orna¬ 
mentation. Other sketches faithfully represent the 
haciendas of the rich, the huts of the laborers, and the 
more common ranche buildings of adobe, which form a 
hollow square into which the wagon train was driven 
at night, and through the solid stone bastions huge 
beams were drawn to prevent a stampede in the dark. 

The national carts are two-wheeled, each wheel com¬ 
posed of six felloes, with two spokes to each part, and 
not an ounce of iron in the whole, fastenings, made 
from the fibre of the maguey, or American aloe, being 
exclusively used, even to build the yoke to the horns of 
the oxen. The natives manage mules bdfct, and in the 
night each man will select his six animals from a large 
drovo without a light, harness, hitch up and start off 
without a single loud word or even oativ 
The stock raiser would not admire tbeir domestic an 
imalB, the pigs being slab-sided and very spiny, the 
goats of poor quality, and the dairymen would find lit¬ 
tle encouragement, for though the cattle are more tract¬ 
able and of different breed from those on the Texan 
plains, yet milking time is only at noon, the hind legs 
of the cow are lashed together, the calf is held before 
her nose while one young woman crouches on the left 
side to hold a round bowl, into which another manages 
to milk the drippings not taken by the calf running 
constantly with its mother. 

The frequent appearance of maguey in the sketches, 
and a special view of a field planted regularly in rows 
a mile long, suggest the importance of this plant, from 
whose flowering stalk is produced by fermentation of the 
pulque, or by distillation of the fiery inercal, the center 
of whose leaves forms an edible vegetable, and the 
fibres furnish the lassoes, ropes and hemp of the na 
tives. The methods of Irrigation, the character of the 
custom dues, the transportation of timber, the habits 
of the people are brought out very vividly in these 
characteristic sketches by Mr. Freer, which tell a story 
of a low grade of civilization more vividly than any 
writer can do.

Madison, Wls., June 28. 

En route for the National Shooting Tournamunt at 
Madison. The storm raged violently, so much so that 
we thought It would be impossible to carry out the pro¬ 
gramme of this match, which has already given new 
impetus to the Madison sportsmen. We were, howev¬ 
er, agreeably surprised to find that comparatively lit- 
tic rain bad fallen at MadlBon, and that this charming 
city, Burrounded with its placid little lakes, exhibited 
herself in her holiday garments of charming green. 
We were heartily welcomed at the Park Hotel by the 
amiable proprietor, Mark H. Irish, who has determined 
to show that he appreciates the sporting man. This 
hotel is pleasantly situated at the corner of Main and 
Carrol streets, in one corner of the Capital Park, and 
commands a grand view of the said park and State 
House. There are many pretty spots here in every 
part of the city, and the inviting lakes lying around 
seem to invite one to a few weeks of quiet enjoyment 
with the bass and other of the finny tribe which abound 
in its waters. We know that the Chicago people have 
already learned to appreciate its beauty, and are satis¬ 
fied that such an appreciation will still increase on ac¬ 
quaintance. 

About 8:30 A. m. W. Kesler, who keeps as good 
teams as are to be found in Wisconsin, or perhaps in 
any other State, was around at the hotel to take the 
first cargo to the shooting grounds, and after a few pre¬ 
liminaries a sweepstakes match was soon arranged. 
We are glad to say that Chicago was well represented 
in the Kleinmans; Beloit, in H. N. Sherman, J. A. Ru¬ 
ble and othere; Edgerton, in W. Taylor. Janesville 
and other neighboring places were also well represent¬ 
ed. The Bhooting has hitherto been very good, and 
notwithstanding an occasional shower, the BportBmen 
are good humored and jolly. 

The purse of $70 was divided into four classes, $25, 
$20, $15 and $10. Messrs. A. Bnd J. J. Kleinman 
divided the first; II. N. Sherman, of Beloit, taking the 
second, $20; J. A. Ruble, of Beloit, the third, $15; and 
W. H. Littlejohn and I. Bingham divided the fourth 
One main stake. 1st prize, $00, divided between A. 
Kleinman, Chicago, and W. Taylor, Edgerton; 2d 
prize, $40, divided between O. Brooks and J. A. Ru¬ 
ble; 8d prize, $25, C. L. Valentine, Janesville; 4th prize, 
$16, J. E. Fisher, Madison.
